Exploded on 
Nevada Desert 


LAS VEGAS. Nev. Wl—An atomic 


device v.-as exploded from a tower 
on the Nevada desert at 4:30 am. 
I'PST) today as a preliminary to 
a second shot, scheduled later to- 
day, which may -be one of the 
largest' of the 1955 test series. 


The first nuclear explosion of the 


busy test day v.-as from the top or 
a 300-foot tower on Yucca. Flat. In 
Las Vegas the blast produced a 
bright whiteness that faded into a 
rich yellow. The quick glow of the 
pre-dawn shot was seen as far 
away as San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. 


Evidence that the first shot of 


the day.was a comparatively small 
one — as atom bombs go — was 
seen in the fact that observers 
said they did not feel a. shock 
wave from the test fnte about. 75 
miles from here. Las Vegas some- 
times gets a sturdy jolt from the 
explosion of major atomic devices.

France and 
Britain Hit 
By Russians 


Claim Paris Pacts . 
Directed Against 
Welfare of Reds 


MOSCOVV (^) —The So- 


viet council of- ministers to- 
day called on the parliament 
to 
annul 
the treaties of 


friendship and alliance which 
Russia signed with France 
Britain during World War H. 


The move was in retaliation for 


the British and French ratification 
of the Paris agreements to rearm 
West Germany. 
' 


The Soviet Union had threatened 


to annul the treaties if the .two 
western nations approved the pacts 
enlisting' West German troops in 
western defense. 


Cancellation by the' Supreme So- 


viet •— the parliament — was a 
foregone conclusion. 


The Soviet government claims 


the treaties are, directed against 
Russia. 


Announcement of. the 
govern- 


ment's request to parliament was 
read at 'a news conference called 
•by the Soviet foregin ministry. 


Noting .tiiat': the .French-Russian 


and British-Russia'n pacts and mu- 
tual assistance after the war, the 
Soviet statements ;saidl that a.11 the 
signatoriesT to" these treaties*' "took 
responsibility to prevent the re- 
birth of German militarism - and 
also not to join any alliance di- 
re<*ted against one of the contract- 
ing powers." 
. 


"Regardless of this, the govern- 


ment of Great-Britain signed and 
the British' parliament .approved 
the Paris agreement'providing for 
remilitarization of Western Ger- 
many and jts involvement in mili- 
tary grouping directed against'the 
Soviet". Union," the statement on 
the British-Russian treaty said. 
; An identical statement was is- 
sued on the French-Russian treaty. 
' LONDON Oft—Britain stood firm 
today in contending there was "no 
justification" for a Russian move 
to abrogate the 1942 British-Soviet 
treaty of friendship. 


The Foreign Office seemed sur- 


prised that ths Kremlin is going 
ahead with a threat made three 
months ago in an attempt to block 
ratification of the Paris pacts re- 
arming West Germany.

St. Louis Shaken by 
'Strong' Quake Today 


ST. LOUIS—tfV-An earthquake described as a "strong., local shock" 


by a St. Louis university scientist shook metropolitan St. Louis and a 
wide area east and south of the city at 7:01 a. m. (CST) today, 
major damage was reported. 


The tremor rattled disnes and 


spilled coffee, but the only reports 
of damage came from St. Louis 
county, where the sheriff's office 
.said four persons told them of 
cracked walls in their homes. 


"The quake had an intensity of 


between 4 and 5 on a scale with 
a, top intensity of 8.6." reported 
Dr. Ross R. Heinrich. professor of 
geophysics" at St. Louis University. 


Reports of the tremor were re- 


ceived from Carbondale. 111.. 100 
miles east of St. Louis, and St. 
Genevieve, Mo., 60 miles south of 
the city. 


Dr. Heinrich said the center of 


the shock was about 35 miles from 
the university's seismograph sta- 
tion, and on a line between Crysta 
City, Mo., and Red Bud, 111., south 
east of the city. 
Police said several persons called 
to assure them it definitely was 
an earthquake because they had 
"been through them before." 
.Estimates of the length of the 
tremor ranged from 10 to 30 sec 
onds and some persons in nearby 
Belleville. 111.. insisted there were 
two (hocks .a few tecondi apart.

So do newly designed Easter egg 
dyeing tats, which also provide the 
essentials for egg coloring, plus a 
drying tray and basket for the 
decorated eggs. 


Something fancy, something sim-

Early break in winter weather 


present* an opportunity to the am- 
bitious gardener to spade up a bit 
ot his vegetable garden. Early dig- 
ging means that one soon can 
make the first sowing of pea seeds. 


Garden peas do not relish hot 


•weather, and to avoid trouble, seed 
should be sown as soon as the soil 
has been dug and prepared. 


Garden peas present somewhat 


of a problem in heavy clay on the 
acid side of the pH scale. 


However, such soil is improved 


by adding humus, gravel and 10 
pounds of coarse limestone to an 
area 25 feet long and 10 feet wide. 
Be sure to dig it well into the soil. 


Inoculate Seed 


Experienced 
gardeners 
h a v e 


found that it pays to inoculate the 
seed before planting. Inoculation 
is simple. Just purchase a package 
of a legume bacteria such as Nod- 
o-Gen or Nitragin, and follow the 
maker's directions. 


For the home garden it is advis- 


able to soak the seeds in water and 
allow them to show tiny sprouts be- 
fore planting. 


Do,not place the seeds in deep 


water. Spread them out in a flat 
dish, one pea deep, and with just 
enough water to cover only half 
of the seed. 


In planting:, most amateurs cover 


peas too deep. This delays germi- 
nation, also increases the chance 
of decay in wet soil. Seed is sown 
an inch deep in furrows about two 
inches apart. 


Space Rows 


The rows should be two to three 


feet apart or in closely-placed alter 
nate rows, about a foot apart to 
form double rows which should be 
separted by three feet. 


Vines of the tall-growing vari 


eties, such as Alderman and Fiee 
zonian, should be supported by 
bush or other support to keep them 
off the ground.

Hossack was a candidate for governor on the 
Abolition ticket in 1S60, and did maintain a station in his 


the fourteenth day after the first moon after the spring equi- 
nox but they were soon overruled by those who contended 
Easter should always be celebrated on a Sunday and so with- 
in the second century it became customary to the Catholic 
church to observe this most joyful of all days on the tirst 
Sunday after the fourteenth day of the first moon. 


This means the earliest day Easter can ever be cele- 


brated is March 22, the latest April 25. Actually there is a 
general agreement among church historians that the actual 
date of the Resurrection was March 27, the Crucifixion, 
March 25.

, But it was the church in Rome that early established 


Sundav for the celebration of Easter. In other parts of the 
world the actual date of the Resurrection was used, in some 
it was made to coincide with the Jewish Pasch. But this va- 
riation was eliminated when the first Council of Nicea, 32o 
A. D. decreed that the Roman practice should be made 
universal.

The word "Easter"' does not even come from a Christian 


but a pagan source. It is a name that belonged to a mythi- 
cal Teutonic goddess, Eostre, the goddress of spring. Be- 
cause the celebration of the Resurrection came at the spring 
of the year, the pagan name was applied to the Chirstian 
celebration. 
Just as the name Easter was converted from Papan to 


Christian usage, so were some pagan spring customs. The 
Easter egg is one of these for the egg was a symbol of spring 
and fertility long before the coming of Christ. Early in the 
history of the church it was made a Christian symbol. Now 
the egg, which brings out of its shell new life, was made to 
symbolize Christ who broke from the tomb into new life. It 
had still another meaning for Christians because during early 
Lenten observances Catholics abstained from the eating of 
both meat and eggs and so Easter marked the return to the 
use of eggs. They were early colored, almost always red, to 
symbolize both the blood of Christ and the colorful joyful- 
ness of the day. 


The rabbit's connection with Easter eggs is of later ori- 


gin, has no Christian connections, again is a symbol of fer- 
tility in the spring.

There are a wide variety of other Easter customs in 


various places in the world. One custom, popular in the 
15th century in Bavaria, was abolished by decree. 
Since 


Easter was a joyful season. Bavarian pastors observed it by 
telling, funny stories during the sermons at Mass. Soon the 
story tellers became so concerned with getting laughs that 
they were forgetting that the, joyfulness of the season was 
not concerned with facetiousness and so Pope Clement X of- 
ficially abolished the practice in the 17th century. 


In France, handball playing officially opened on Easter 


andstraditionally priests and monks participated in the open- 
ing games. After the game in many areas, there would be 
an Easter banquet, "followed by a sermon on the meaning of 
Easter. 


- On the evening of Easter in many countries, it is cus- 


tomary "to have a blessing of homes and on Easter Sunday 
the foods that were forbidden during the season of fasting 
and penance are brought to the priest to be blessed. 


There are a wide variety of other Easter customs in va- 


rious localities. In northern England a man who can lift 
a woman three times must receive a kiss or sixpense in for- 
feit. On Easter Monday in some areas there was an old cus- 
tom that women could strike their husbands with a switch 
on Easter Monday, something they took care to do softly 
since on the following day the husbands could switch the 
wives. 


Many of the customs connected with Easter have pagan 


origins. 
This is not strange nor is it frowned upon by Chris- 


tian leaders. Spring was always a season of new life, and 
new hope and so it was fitting that traditions connected with 
new life and new hope should be adapted to the day of the 
Resurrection, the day of Christian new life and new hope.

The Eagle's Nest

A mile up Rock River from Oregon. Illinois, on the 


left bank "rises a steep sandstone b'uff" which is called 
the "Eagle's Xest". It was there that Black Hawk, "the

In 1897 a group of artists and writers came to Oregon. 


They were referred to as, the American Earbizon. They 
established a few buildings for their homes and workshops 
on the top of the "Nest."

Lorado Talt, a noted sculptor from Chicago, 


was deeply impressed bj the N'au'y of the coun- 
try. He \isualized the hill on which the\ Ined as 
a pedestal from which Bla<-k Hawk could ha\e 
kept constant watch oxer the \alle\. So in 1911 
Taft and his assistant, a Mr. 1'rasuhn. completed 
the monument conmionh called the Black Hawk 
Statue. This statue is greatly admired by the 
local residents and traxelers and calls attention 
to the Eagle's »st upon which it is built. 
Near the foot of the statue looking 01 er the ledge 


there stands a gnarled tree with closely trimmed branches 
xrh'ch ha'.'e becTre 
cr> '"'priority t^ar a fine nesting 


place for an eagle has been formed, far above the river 
Legend has it that an eagle did nest here—hence the 
name of "Eagle's Nest " 


The people of Oregon will long remember the colony 


of artists who lived on the "Nest " They brought their 
wonderful talents to this region and thus gave Oregon a 
portion of her fame. 


Lorado Taft's home here as well as other artists' 


homes are now owned by Northern Illinois Teachers' Col- 
lege, and are a part of the Lorado Taft Campus The 
giounds near the Black Hawk Statue and the buildings 
on them constitute the Field Campus for Natural History.

To Cook Eggs 


How do your eggs rate when you 


cook them? Are they tough, even 
perhaps get crusty around the 
edges when you fry them? This 
toughness is the result of too much 
heat. Such an egg if it does become 
tough and rubbery and the yolk 
too becomes a bit greenish in 
color, may give some folks diffi- 
culty m digesting. 


Cook eggs always at a. low tem- 


perature for as short a time as 
possible—don't boil! For this rea- 
son we say "hard-cooked eggs." It 
is very incorrect to say "hard- 
boiled eggs." The cook m-ho is 
guilty of using the latter term just 
isn't "in the know."

LONDON (J)—There may always 


be an England, but the fact that a 
man who has divorced a wife can 
attain the highest political office 
in the land is evidence that the 
old country is changing. 


True, Sir Anthony Eden's divorc* 


was not a spectacular one. 


There were no correspondents, 


no titillating testimonj, no dark 
culprit. It was just that Beatrice 
Beckett, daughter of banker-pub- 
lisher Sir Gervase Beckett, decided 
after more than 20 years as Mrs. 
Eden that she wasn't suited tem- 
peramentally to be the wife of a 
man wholly absorbed by stateman- 
ghip. She went to New York in. 
1946 and stayed there. 


Eden divorced her on grounds of 


desertion in 1950. 


Just a Ripple 


Not so long ago the circum- 


•tances would have been a scandal 
to shake a government. As It was, 
there was just a npple of interest. 


In August, 1952, Eden compound- 


ed what would have been a grave 
misdeed in the 19th century by 
marrying Clarissa Churchill, then 
32 and a niece of Sir Winston. 


It was a civil marriage in a 


registry hall. The Church of Eng- 
land, strongly opposed to the re- 
marriage of divorced persons, 
would not have permitted a relig- 
ious ceremony. 


But a sanction of sorts was given 


by the attendance of Sir Winston 
who beamed broadly as marriage 
linked his political heir to his own 
family. 


The wedding brought some sharp 


comment from conservative eccle 
siastical quarters. But it died down 
and the divorce raised no serious 
obstacle to Eden's ultimate promo- 
tion. 


Now Eden, as Prime Minister 


will recommend to Queen Eliza 
beth who shall be bishops of tha 
same established Church of Eng 
land which could not approve his 
second marriage. 


Change Is Due 


There may yet be further reper 


cussions. There is feeling in some 
quarters that the church should 
change its policy toward remar 
nage of innocent parties to di 
vorces. 


But his divorce and subsequent 


marriage did underline for Eden— 
previously almost exclusively a 
foreign Affairs man—the fact that 
a prime minister must pay diligent 
attention to the home front. 


There has been a fairly success- 


ful effort in Britain to keep foreign 
relations out of political party 
wrangles. Now Eden is sure to b« 


lunged headlong into controversy, 
and there is speculation whether 


e can get angry enough in public 
o scrap as effectively as Churchill 
did. 


Domestically, Eden is expected 
o follow the Churchill path. He 
avors the social services, health, 
insurance and assistance schemes 
which give Britain its own special 
political 
characteristics. He ac- 


:epts some industrial nationaliza- 
tion schemes, such as mining, rail- 
ways and communications, which 
abor governments have put into 
practice. 


But he opposes any more na- 


tionalization. His aim. he has said, 
s to see the firm establishment of 
a "property-owned 
democracy," 


secure in all of the traditional 
British liberties. 


Many Changes 


Many changes have sprung out of 


the fateful 
noting of January, 


1952. 
Farouk, symbol of Egypt's 


corruption under the Pashas, was 
kicked out by s. group of Na- 
tionalistic young army 
officers. 


They have set out to rebuild the 
country. Reform has been slow in 
the land where peasants still live 
pretty much as they did 5,000 
years ago under the Pharoahs. 


Final results aren't yet in, of 


course, on the reform program 
initiated by young officers. To- 
day's peasant may not see in his 
lifetime substantial betterment in 
his own standard of living 


The longtime problem of Egypt 


is to upgrade her overcrowded 
millions—find 
ways to 
educate 


them, teach them skills needed in 
modern industrial society, the only 
kind of society that could wipe out 
the vast gap between appaling 
poverty and overwhelming wealth. 
She needs a middle class and the 
first signals of change are more 
visible in cosmopolitan Cairo than 
in rural areas

Time to Fish 
For Suckers 


SPRINGFIELD. HI.

— If 


you're going to fish for suckers in 
Illinois, the recommended time is 
spring when their flesh is tastiest. 


Illinois' western neighbors, Mis- 


souri and Iowa, say through fish 
agents that now is the time to find 
suckers'easy to catch and the time 
when they are flavorful. 


Meanwhile, Illinois has classed 


the suckers as "rough fish" along 
with carp, buffalo, gar and dog- 
fish. These fish may be speared, 
gigged or pitchforked right now in 
the southern and central zones and 
in the northern zone starting May 
1. Hook and line may be used also. 


The white sucker is the variety 


usually caught in the Midwest. 
Early in the spring, this fish looks 
for stony shallows to spawn in.

ID the ehi«f priests and all the council 
•ought for witness against Jesus to put 
him to death; and found none. 


For many bare false witness against him, 


fcut their witness agreed not together. 


And there arose certain, and bare false witness 


against him, laying, 


We heard him say, I will destroy this temple that 


is made with hands, and within three days I will 
build another made without hands. 


But neither so did their witness agree together. 
And the high priest stood up in the midst, and 


asked Jesus, saying, Answerest thou nothing? what 
is it which these witness against thee? 


But he held his peace, and answered nothing. 


Again the high priest asked him. and said unto him, 
Art thou the Christ, the Son of the Blessed? 


And Jesus said, I am: and ye shall see the Son 


of man sitting on the right hand of power, and 
coming in the clouds of heaven. 


Then the high priest rent his clothes, and saith, 


What need we any further witnesses?

And the superscription of his accusation was writ- 


ten over. THE KING OF THE JEWS. 


And with him they crucify two thieves; the one 


•n hii right hand, end Ihe other on his kft. 


And the scripture was fulfilled, which saith, And 


he was numbered "with the transgressors. 


And they that passed by railed on him, sagging 


their heads, and saving, Ah, thou that destro)est the 
temple, and buildest it in three days, 


Save thyself, and come down from the cross. 
Likewise also the chief priests mocking said among 


themselves with the scribes, He saved others; himself 
he cannot save.
